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PAPER MARKET CONDITIONS. 


As a Rule Mills, Both in the East and in the West, Are 
Busy Better Demand Expected 
Shortly. 


The condition of the paper market in New York city 
is in general satisfactory. Absence of complaint in regard 
to it is noticeable. This is always a good indication that 
business, either immediate or prospective, is up to expecta- 
tions. At this time there is, of course, no large movement 
of goods; still, considering the season, trade is reported as 
being fairly good. This evident early recovery from the 
depressing effect of the holidays and stock taking is inter- 
preted to mean that stocks in the hands of consumers are 
not large. The fact that retail dealers are now ordering 
manilas and bags for present use shows that general busi- 
ness is reviving. Manilas, by the way, are said to be less 
firm than the other grades of paper. If this is true quo- 
tations do not disclose their weakness as yet. On the bet- 
ter grades concessions are not being made, so the manu- 
facturers report. The impression is strong, however, that 
practically all grades of manilas are weak. The cheaper 
ones are, at any rate, so considered. How long this will 
last is a question. It does not seem that it will be for 
long, as present staple business conditions are counted on 
to offset the decline in a few weeks. News paper is, from 
all accounts, stronger to-day than it has been at any time 
within a year. It is even said that rival manufacturers are 
helping each other out on orders taken. The market is so 
bare of news in any sizable quantities that prominent 
brokers have openly confessed that they do not know where 
to find enough with which to satisfy their customers. If 
this condition of the market continues much longer ad- 
vances in price must surely follow. It should be said that 
these statements in regard to news emanate from men 
whose interest it is to bear the market. Book papers are 
unchanged this week. The jobbers, however, are not doing 
a great deal as yet, so it is reported. The leading mill 
agents say that they have no fault to find with the state of 
business. The smaller Eastern mills are said to have 
enough orders on hand to tide them over until the pub- 
lishers come into the market again. A somewhat disquiet- 
ing report in regard to book papers is current this week. 
In substance, it is that the Pennsylvania and Western book 
mills are getting short of orders. What effect this will have 
on the New York market remains to be seen. Writings 
are not active this week.

A change in the date line and a change in phraseology 
are about the only changes that a close reader of these 


3oston reports will be able to discover in these statements 


concerning the past week’s developments in local paper 


trade circles. Everything is very quiet, as is but natural 


during the first dew days of the year, or can I say “of the 


new century,” to work in another change. Business move- 
ments are more quiet with jobbers than with the manufac- 


turers, who have two sources to draw from—the dealers and 





the large consumers—a class of trade that the dealers them- 
selves handled some years ago. So much of this consumers 
business goes to the manufacturers direct, as is the case 
just at present, that the manufacturing branch of the trade 
is fairly active. Jobbers are still reporting soft places in 
low grade book papers. Some grades of manilas are said 
to have been marked down a fraction by the International 
Paper Company since the first of the year. With the pres- 
ent condition of the market everybody seems to be satisfied, 
but all members of the trade are looking ahead and hoping 
that a spurt will set in shortly, as it no doubt will. Paper 
makers are nosing around considerably just now for future 
supplies of fibres and materials, many lines of which are be- 
ing booked under six month contracts at figures more fa- 
vorable to paper manufacturers than a year ago.

The demand last week was not 
very great, but it was sufficient to keep everyone mod- 
erately busy. 

Taking it altogether, the new year and the new century 
are starting out in a way that should satisfy everyone. 
The hues of its morning are decidedly bright with the 
promise of a solid prosperity in all commercial lines.

Miami Valley Business Good. 

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, January 7.—For the first week of the 
new year business has shown a surprising record. Stock 
taking is at its height, and somewhat interferes with 
trade, yet all reports are of a most encouraging nature. 
All branches have felt the influence of improved trade 
conditions, and it is believed that the situation will con- 
tinue to improve as time flies on. For a time there was a 
disposition to fear that trade would fall greatly behind, 
and even now it is not thought that any rapid change in 
prices will be made. Especially is the volume of trade at 





this season of the year exceeding expectations, and while 
prices are not quite as large as hoped for, they are not so 
infinitesimal as to appear ridiculous, or to make the paper 
making business a wholesale slaughter all for naught. If 
the proper methods were pursued it is not improbable that 
some change in prices could be made, yet the question is 
not one that is receiving any too much consideration at 
this time. Rather than manipulate quotations by schemes 
the general trade prefers to let normal conditions bring 
about the change, well appreciating that substantiality and 
satisfaction will follow. 

In substantiation of the report made in this column 
last week regarding the satisfactory condition of the trade 
in this valley during the year 1900 comes the annual re- 
port of the Dayton Clearing House, which shows a clear 
gain of $7,340,057 in clearings in 1900 over 1899, which 
was supposed to have been the banner year. A gain of 
more than seven millions in a city of this size demon- 
strates its importance as a manufacturing point. The 
clearings for the year were about $59,000,000. The last 
month of the dying century gave the trade a better thirty- 
one days than during the same period of the previous 
year, the clearings amounting to over $5,000,000. 

Most of the grades of paper remain the same in price. 
The demand for book and writings is heavy, and will 
continue to be. News paper has been active for some 
time, and wrappings, which for a time declined in de- 
mand at least, are again on the ascendancy. Straw papers 
and straw board remain unchanged, except for a slightly 
improved demand. The finer grades of paper have al- 
ways enjoyed a good run during the year. Coated papers 
in this valley have held a place uniquely their own.

Consolidation Schemes—A General Publishing Company— 
Kellner-Partington Finances—Parchment 
Replaced by Paper.

Lonpon, December 28.—There is a seasonable volume 
of business, as much and possibly a little more than there 
generally is at this period of the annual holidays. 

Consolidation schemes are in the air, and one of the 
latest talked of is the placing of the management of certain 
large weekly and daily publications in one general com- 
pany, the capital stock oi which is figured to be £5,000,000. 
It is expected that after tiie opening of the new year the 
details of the plan will be given to the public. 

It is reported that the Harmsworth Brothers will con- 
vert the London Daily Mail into a limited liability com- 
pany, and that after the new year the general public will 
be invited to subscribe for the shares. 

In their report for the year ending September 30 last 
the directors of the Kellner-Partington Paper Pulp Com- 
pany, Limited, state that the gross profits for the year 
amount to £132,587 6s.

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CACTUS AND YUCCA. 


Their Use in Paper Making—The Great Quantities of the 
Former—The Character of the Yucca— 
How Logs Are Reduced. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


PirrsBpurG, January 7.—In a special article in yester- 


day's Dispatch, of this city, Jose de Olivares, of Pasadena, 


Cal., discussed the uses of some of the plants of that sec- 


tion. Among other things he said: 


The materials at present entering most extensively into 
the manufacture of paper in America are waste cotton and 
certain woed fibres. The supply of such ingredients, how- 
ever, 1s by no means inexhaustible. According to the 
latest statistics, there are at present operated in various 
part of the United States no less than 1,231 paper mills, 
with a daily producing capacity of 20,986,180 pounds of the 
perfected ware. This enormous production represents an 
increase of 295 per cent. within the last thirteen years, 
and considering the rapid inroads made on our native sup- 
ply of white pine and poplar, which at present constitute 
the most economical basis in paper making, the necessity 
of a supplementary material must eventually be mani- 
fested. 

The present growth of cactus on our great Southwest- 
ern plains, while extensive, is under existing conditions 
too scattering to form a permanent source of supply as a 
paper producer, which circumstance, however, could read- 
ily be overcome by propagation in districts suited only 
to this and kindred industries. The whole organization 
of this desert product adapts it to the endurance of con- 
tinuous drought, while little or no earth is required for its 
support. In its wild state the mere falling of a detached 
bulb on the arid sands is sufficient to insure the subse- 
quent appearance of an additional specimen, which ma- 
tures with great rapidity. Hence the cultivation of im- 
mense forests of this future commodity could be accom- 
plished with the utmost facility. In addition to its value 
in a purely mechanical sense, the giant cactus produces in 
its season a delicious fruit, the crimson pulp of which the 
Indians of Arizona and New Mexico make into ‘preserves 
of singular excellence. 

A more immediately resourceful denizen of the desert, 
closely allied to the giant out of an order distinctly pe- 
culiar to itself, is the yucca brevifolia, or yucca palm, as 
it is familiarly but erroneous sly called. This strangest - 
trees is principally ind ligenous to the great aeeeve deser 
in Southeastern California, where it thrives abundantly me 
with no other nourishment than is afforded by the per- 
petual sunshine of that otherwise desolate region. In ap- 
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pearance the yucca resembles somewhat a scraggy Oak, 
entirely destitute of verdure, but bearing at the end of 
each scrawny limb a curious growth of bristling spines. 

The principal peculiarity of the yucca, however, lies in 
the character of its wood, which possesses no grain, but 
consists of an intricate and compactly interwoven mass 
of wood fibres. It has for years been an established fact 
that these fibres are specially adapted to the manufacture 
of a comparatively indestructible grade of paper such as 
is popularly utilized in the printing of bonds and other in- 
struments requiring extreme durability. Several years 
since an English company made extensive preparations for 
the manufacture of yucca paper in Southern California, 
to be exported to the British Isles, but it was finally de- 
cided that the transportation and duties on the com- 
modity, added to the cost of producing, were excessive, 
and the enterprise was abandoned. Had the venture been 
dominated with the spirit of American perseverance and 
the product intended for home consumption, there is every 
reason to believe the undertaking would have proved a 
success. In justification of this belief, a local company of 
only limited capacity is at present actively engaged in pro- 
ducing from yucca wood a tough, fibrous material, which 
is utilized for such purpose as bookbinding, as a substi- 
tute for felt and for certain accessories peculiar to the 
surgical science. 

The method employed in producing this species of yucca 
paper is unique in its very simplicity, and consists merely 
in placing the log in a rotary veneer lathe, where, by 
nfeans of a keen horizontal blade, it is literally drawn out 
into a single continuous sheet, which may readily be cut 
with shears, but, singularly enough, will neither break nor 


tear.

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AN INSURANCE DECISION. 


The United States Supreme Court Interprets the “Fire- 
proof Safe’’ Clause—The Fire Insurance 
Companies Beaten. 








WASHINGTON, January 7.—An important and interesting 
decision was announced by Justice Harlan, of the United 
States Supreme Court, to-day, interpreting what is 
known as the “fireproof safe” clause in fire insurance 
policies. 

Kearney & Wise, hardware dealers at Ardmore, Ind 
Ter., took out two policies in the London and Liverpool 
and Globe Company on their stock of goods, agreeing 
in the policy to keep a set of books, including an invoice, 
and store them in a fireproof safe or in some place not 
exposed to fire that would destroy the business house. 

A fire broke out in Ardmore 200 yards from Kearney 
& Wise’s store, and swept the territory intervening. The 
partners, to preserve their books, took them out of the 
safe, it being afterward destroyed. In the confusion the 
inventory was either lost or left in the safe and burned. 

The company resisted payment on the ground that the 
inventory was not produced in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the policy, but the court said, speaking by 
Justice Harlan: 

“The failure to produce the books and inventory referred 
to in the policy means a failure to produce them if they 
are in existence when called for, or if they have been lost 
or destroyed by the fault, negligence or design of the ac- 
cused. A literal interpretation of the contracts of insur- 
ance might sustain a contrary view, but the law does not 
require such an interpretation. The court interprets the 
contracts so as to do no violence to the words used, and 
yet to meet the ends of justice.” 

The judgment of the court below against the insurance 
company was affirmed

The two paper companies named recently purchased im- 
mense tracts of land on Manitoulin Islands.

FOREIGN NOTEs. 


The Raths-Damnitzer Papier Fabrik Aktien Gesellschaft, 
Germany, has declared a dividend of 3 per cent. 

At Nagasaki, Japan, last year paper and stationery were 
imported to the value of £2,412, a slight increase com- 
pared with the previous year, when the value stood at 
2,374. The exports included paper, books, &c., to the 
value of £12,025 in 1899 and £10,888 in 1808. 

The Federal Paper Mills Company, Limited, has been 
chartered in London, England, with a capital stock of 
£35,000 to carry on in New South Wales or any other Aus- 
tralasian or British colony the business of manufacturing 
paper, envelopes and cardboard. 

An English paper reports that Francis H. Clergue, of the 
Sault Ste. Marie Pulp and Paper Company of Canada will 
shortly arrive in England for the purpose of finding some 
30,000 skilled British workmen and agricultural laborers 
willing to emigrate to Canada. The result will be watched 
with interest. 


The Algoma Pioneer, published at Sault Ste. Marie, 
Canada, says there is danger of a shortage of pulp wood 
for the mills in that town, and that the mills may, in con- 
sequence, have to close down temporarily. “To ordinary 
mortals, who see these mammoth mills encircled by hun- 
dreds of miles of forest lands, such a condition seems im- 
possible,” says the Pioneer. “But it is nevertheless a fact 
that the supplies of pulp wood on hand are getting short, 
and the officials are at a loss to meet the shortage without 
shutting down the grinders.” This cry is a novelty in the 
country named. 

The Ministry of the Interior recently advertised for ten- 
ders for the paper used in printing the Journal Officiel, 
France, estimated to be from 600 to 750 tons annually. 
Thg contract was to last for three years, but only two firms 
tendered for it, of whom the well-known house of Darblay 
Pére et fils were successful. This comparative indiffer- 
ence to a large contract would seem to indicate that 
French makers are full up with orders just now, and thus 
do not care to bind themselves for a period of three years 
ahead. In view of recent fluctuations in prices, these latter 
have had their effect on the contract in question, which 
has been placed at a price—about 14s. per cwt.—nearly Io 
per cent. higher than on the last occasion (1897) when 
it was submitted to public tender.

The Hennepin Paper Mill Destroyed—Large Quantity of 
Paper Burned in Chicago—Rag Warehouse 
in Springfield, Mass,, Burned.

Tons of Burned Paper.

Fire in Rag Warehouse. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., January 7.—A fire which broke 
out at about 10:30 last Thursday night almost totally de- 
stroyed the buildings and stock of H. Lindenberger & 
Co., dealers in rags and paper at 219 to 223 Worthing- 
ton street. It was an extremely hard blaze to fight, and 
was not entirely put out for three hours. Several firemen 
were burned during this time, though not seriously. The 
stock, consisting of baled rags and paper, and also print 
paper belonging to Lindenberger & Co., was valued at $25,- 
000, and was insured for $15,000 in various companies, 
through the agency of Judd & Parsons. The building was 
owned by H. W. Pearl, and valued at about $12,000. It was 
insured through the Judd & Parsons agency, although the 
insurance is not believed to cover the loss. The building 
was a large one. The front part was a frame structure, 


40x60 feet in size and four stories high, including the 
basement. This was built thirteen years ago, when Mr. 
Pearl, the owner of the property, moved to that locality 
from the Cooley House Block. The brick part, extend- 
ing at right angles to the front frame building, was five 
stories high, including the basement, and of about the 
same ground dimensions. This was built six years ago. 
Mr. Pearl carried on a general business in wholesale rags 
and paper till April, 1900, when he sold out the business 
to Meyer M. Furst, of Pittsburg, who later took in his 
brother-in-law, Henry Lindenberger, as partner, and the 
firm was known as H. Lindenberger & Co. The second, 
third and fourth floors of the brick building were piled 
full of bales of rags. The first floor was used for a gen- 
eral storage of stock as it came in, and the basement was 
filled with unsorted rags. On the second floor of the front 
wooden building there were about 400 bales of mixed 
paper scraps. On the first floor there was a large amount 
of new paper stock. 


The L. L. Brown Case Up Again.

The case of the L. L. Brown Paper Company, of Adams, 
against L. L. Brown was taken up for two days at Pittsfield 
last week and will reopen again to-morrow.

John M. Mason, of Northamp- 
ton, is acting as auditor, and he is in hopes that the case 
may be finished this month. A. H. Crandell, of Adams, 
was on the stand all day Thursday, but was unable to ap- 
pear in court Friday, owing to illness. Mr. Crandell gave 
testimony regarding the books of the First National Bank 
of Adams. Many notes of the Freeman Manufacturing 
Company and Watson & Co. and some from Stewart & 
Co. were-handled by the bank from 1875 to 1878, and the 
testimony showed that the discount on these notes was 
charged to the paper company. Other notes were brought 
into the case. The testimony of John H. Carmeincke, Mr. 
Brown’s expert, took up all of Friday, and his examination 
is not yet finished. It is stated in Pittsfield that the expert 
will be on the stand for several days. Mr. Crandell will be 
recalled when he is able to be in court. Ferry.

Gen. Russell B. Shephard, president of the Skowhegan

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THE USE OF BACK LIQUOR. 


A Study of the Subject as Connected with the Bleaching 
of Chemical Pulp—Some Experiments 
and Their Results. 


By A. TEMPERLY. 


After bleaching the principal paper making fibres, es- 
parto, straw, jute, hemp, cotton, flax, soda and sulphite 
pulp, the residual or so-called back liquors differ a great 
deal in their color and composition, according to the na- 
ture and amount of encrusting matter on the various 
fibres, the quantity of the bleach liqyor used and the con- 
ditions by which the oxidizing or bleaching is effected. In 
many cases, especially where there has been an excess of 
bleach, the back liquor is used over again for filling in 
or emptying fresh charges of half stuff, or even employed 
to make fresh, strong liquor from the powder. 

The writer, while recognizing the importance of econo- 
mizing any available or useful bleach, is of the opinion 
that where the bleaching operation has been conducted on 
a scientific basis the repeated use of back liquors, which 
necessitates the cost and maintenance of pumps and tanks, 
&c., does not contribute toward economical and efficient 
bleaching. 

In some mills the value of the spent liquor 
is gauged like the strong liquor, by the Twaddle, 
and it is overlooked, through the absence of a 
little chemical knowledge, that this method is fallacious, 
as only a little or perhaps no available bleach may be 
present. For instance, some liquors may Twaddle from 
one to three degrees, and their use is more injurious than 
advantageous, as they retard the bleaching operation in 
addition to consuming strong bleach solution. 

In discussing the back liquors from a practical point of 
view, it may be asked: Should they be used at all? To 
answer this question, the conditions named in the opening 
paragraph would have to be stated and carefully con- 
sidered. In this article the writer will deal with the bleach- 
ing of chemical pulp. 

After washing, which is sometimes omitted, and re- 
ducing the pulp, many persons to bleach quickly use a 
large excess of strong bleach solution, often with the 


aid of heat and dilute acid, afterward washing with much 
water or neutralizing by a suitable antichlor. In a case 
like this the use of the real back liquor would be some- 
what necessary to economize bleach. On the other hand, 
if the important operation of bleaching is conducted by 
adding the correct quantity, with the minimum excess, for 
the degree of color required and the pulp carefully treated 
to the usual safe temperature, 70° to 90° Fahr., so as to 
insure that the encrusting coloring matters alone are at- 
tacked, the pulp, to save time and costly power, when it 
has nearly exhausted the bleach, can be emptied into the 
drainer, &c., where, aided by the concentration and 
carbon dioxide (CO:) in the air, the pulp or cellulose will 
quickly come up to color, and will remain so after sour- 
ing, washing, &c. The back water in this case will then 
be completely spent or contain “only a few grains of 
available bleach per gallon. Such back liquors could be 
run away or used for washing purposes on dirty rags, 
jute, &c., if water be scarce. Between these two methods 
it is obvious it may sometimes be necessary to use a 
moderate excess, and subsequently use the back liquor 
once or twice on fresh stuff not requiring a full bleach. 
It should be borne in mind that large volumes, say, 1,000 
to 30.000 gallons of back liquor, which soon accumulate, 
even if they contain much bleach, are Very unstable and 
decompose or exhaust themselves rapidly, owing to the 
frequent agitation during pumping, dropping into tanks, 
&c., but more particularly due to the temperature and 
amount of organic matter present. 

The following particulars of an experiment will readily 
show the rate of decomposition at different temperatures. 
The sample was obtained from a three machine mill, where 
the back liquors from rags, esparto and wood were mixed 
together:

When the back liquor is added to the pulp with strong 
bleach, the latter attacks the above named soluble organic 
matter in preference to the encrusting matters on the fibres.

Therefore the back water may be looked upon as acting 
like a reducing agent or antichlor. 

It will hardly be necessary to point out that the soluble 
residue (lime compounds) and sometimes free acid in the 
back liquor will in some measure hinder and have a detri- 
mental effect as to the color and quality of the bleached 
product. 

To illustrate the reducing power, the writer appends par- 
ticulars of some experiments made by him a short time 
ago cn a sulphite pulp back liquor. It was noticed that 
the back liquor from some brands of sulphite pulp ac- 
quired a yellow cast, which was not readily perceived at 
first, but after the liquor had been used a few times the 
color became deeper. On allowing a sample of the back 
liquor to stand for a few weeks the color gradually 
changed from a transparent light yellow to a dark opaque 
brown, owing to the decomposition of the soluble or- 
ganic matter. The same change, however, could be 
effected by boiling the solution for a few minutes. This 
liquor and a yellow waxy scum or froth found floating on 
the top were carefully examined. It was found that the 
color was due to resin contained in the pulp, and which 
had been somewhat changed in its properties in the pre- 
vious boiling and bleaching processes. This had a dele- 
terious action on fresh bleach liquor by reducing its 
strength and efficiency. 

The following results were obtained from a back liquor 
after filtering off all suspended matters. Same contained 
no available bleach, although testing 2’%4° Twaddle. The 
liquor and scum were composed as follows:

Careful tests of the amount of bleach consumed by the 
above mentioned back liquor compared with water were 
made by adding definite quantities of bleaching powder 
solution and keeping the solutions for four hours at three 
different temperatures and then determining the available 
chlorine or bleach that remained.

The “Fireproof Safe” Clause. 


The United States Supreme Court on Monday rendered 
a decision interpreting what is known as the “fireproof 
safe” clause in fire insurance policies. The case was one 
in which a firm of hardware dealers in Ardmore, Ind., who

companies issuing the policies refused payment on the 


had two fire insurance policies, were burned out. 
ground that the inventory had not been produced, in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the policy. The failure 
to produce the inventory was owing to the fact that at 
the time of the fire it was lost, or had been left in the safe 
and burned. 

The court held that it was not obligatory on the plaintiffs 
to produce the inventory if it was not in existence, and that 
the plaintiffs should not suffer because of the absence of 
the document, unless it could be shown that its loss was

Imports of Raw Material. 


The manufacturers of the country have imported more 
raw material for use in manufacturing in the year 1900 
than in any preceding year in the history of our import 
trade. The total material of foreign production imported 
in a crude condition during the year just ended amounts 
to over $275,000,000, and if to this is added the total of 
“articles wholly or partially manufactured for use as ma- 
terials in manufacturing,’ the grand total of manufac- 
turers’ materials imported would amount to over $360,000,- 
This 


statement is based upon eleven months’ detailed figures al- 


000, or nearly 45 per cent. of the total importations. 


ready received by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, to 
which is-added an estimate for the twelfth month, Decem- 
ber, based upon the figures of the preceding month. This 
statement puts the importation of raw material in the 
twelve months ending with December, 1900, at $276,628,- 
000, against $267,493,959 in 1899; $162,172,736 in 1896, and 
$160,523,494 in 1894. A comparison of 1899 and 1900 with 
preceding years shows an increase of over 35 per cent. in 
ibe importations of manufacturers’ materials in these two 
years as compared with the entire period from 1890 to 
1898, and an increase of nearly 70 per cent., as compared 
with the years 1894 and 1896. 

Even the fall in prices of manufacturers’ materials, which 
has characterized the closing half of the year 1900, has not 
prevented the total value of these materials imported in 
1900 from exceeding that of 1899, though in two articles, 
india rubber and silk, the figures for 1900 show a reduction 
as compared with 1899. 


Paper and Pulp Imports and Exports. 


On another page of this issue of THe Paper Trade 
JourNAL we print the details of the Government’s returns 
of imports and exports of paper, &c., for the month of 
November, 1900, and for the eleven months ended No- 
vember, 1900, together with comparisons with the figures 
for previous corresponding periods. 

The figures are interesting. For instance,*they show 
that in November, 1900, we imported paper to the value of 
$360,007, and in November, 1899, to the value of $295,667, 
an increase of $64,340. We, however, much more than 
wiped this out by the increase that we made in our exports

Comparing now our imports and exports of paper dur- 
ing the eleven months period we find that we have a 
balance of trade in our favor of $2,649,115, our exports 


exceeding our imports by that amount. Surely these re- 


sults are of a nature to encourage and stimulate work in 
the foreign field. 

We have continued to be heavy buyers of pulp, and, 
while the imports of pulp show a decrease and the exports 
an increase in the month of November, the eleven months’ 


figures show a large increase in our imports. For instance, 


in the eleven months ended November 30, 1899, we im- 
ported pulp to the value of $1,004,573, and in the eleven 
months ended November 30, 1900, to the value of $2,183,- 
383, an increase of $1,178,810. In the eleven months ended 


November 30, 1899, we exported pulp to the value of 


$599.77, and in the eleven months ended November 30, 
1900, to the value of $739,515, an increase of $139,738. This 
shows that our imports in the eleven months ended Novem- 
ber 30, 1900, were $1,443,868 in excess of our exports. 
These figures as to the movement of pulp are worth 
thinking over. When we look further into the details of 
the figures we see that the increase is not alone in one 


place. Germany, which in the eleven months ended No- 


vember 30, 1899, sold us $75,653 worth of wood pulp, in- 
creased her bill to $243,374 in the eleven months ended 
November 30, 1900. The “other European” countries col- 
lectively more than doubled their account in the same time, 
bringing it from $240,138 to $711,615, while British North 
America increased hers from $688,782 to $1,228,394. 


The discussion of fibres for paper making continues in 
the columns of the daily and weekly papers all over the 
country. Recently it was confined in large part to a con- 
sideration of those grown in Southern territory, but a Cal- 
ifornian this week in a special article published in a Pitts- 
burg paper calls attention to cactus and yucca, for both of 
which he asks consideration. We reprint on another page 
what he has to say as to them. Neither cactus nor yucca 
is new in the list of fibres available for paper makers’ use. 
They have been in that category for many years, but up 
to this time it has not been demonstrated that either of 
them is able to compete with other stocks now in use, and 
it is probable that it will be many years before such a 
demonstration can be made. 


This week there will be found in our news columns an- 
nouncements of additions to be made to paper trade equip- 
ment, both in the way of new plants and enlargements of 
old ones. Some of them are for the manufacture of paper 
and pulp, and others are for the purpose of converting 
paper into a finished product for use in other lines of in- 
dustry. Each week there is an extension of the industry, 
and if even a fair number of the projected schemes come 
into a material existence the boundaries of the trade will 
be considerably extended. 


At their last meeting the sulphite manufacturers re- 
duced the minimum price from 2.10 cents to 1.95 cents. 
This, they explain, was to accommodate mills making an 
inferior grade of stock which could not be sold at the old 
price. At the next meeting, which will be held in New 
York on January 22, it is expected that there will be 
presented the report of a committee appointed to grade 
the product of the various mills. This official grading of 
stock should simplify matters to some extent, and should 
prevent the selling af high grade stock at a low grade 
price, were such a thing to be attempted. 


We print on another page of this issue of THe PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL a tabular statement of the imports and ex- 
ports of pulp and paper by both Norway and Sweden. This 
statement was prepared by the secretary of the Norwegian 
section of the Scandinavian Wood Pulp and Cellulose 
Union, and is a very complete showing of the foreign com- 
merce of the two countries in the industries mentioned. 


The news branch of the trade has been discussing a 
rumor that there is likely to be a change in the selling 
agency of a large news paper manufacturing company. 
This may be so and it may not, but as the company is 
understood to have sold the greater part of its product for 
this year the subject may not be deemed a pressing one 
for instant determination. - 





The organization of another company to purchase pulp 
wood supplies for paper mills is announced this week. 
This is simply another illustration of that tendency toward 
consolidation that is so much in evidenee now in both 
the buying and selling departments of almost all branches 


of business.

Herman Sharp, aged nineteen, suffered a fracture of the 
right arm near the shoulder joint at the pulp mill, West 
Carrollton, Ohio. He was caught in the machinery. 

A large number of Danville, Ontario, ratepayers are in 
favor of drafting a by-law granting a loan of $15,000 for 
the erection of the proposed paper mill at Nicolet Falls. 

The new machinery is being put in the Windsor Locks 
(Conn.) mill of the American Writing Paper Company, 
and it is expected that the mill will be started up shortly 

Frank E. Williams, of Nashua, N. H., has been appointed 
superintendent of the coating department of the Wabash 
Paper Mill, Wabash, Ind., vice William Schumacher, re- 
signed. 

The Riverside Fibre Company, of Appleton, Wis., last 
week made a record run over two 72-inch wet machines, 
1.877 bundles, of 39 pounds dry sulphite to the bundle, 
being taken off in twenty-four hours. 

Most of the paper mills in the Fox River Valley are 
having their property appraised by some of the appraisal 
companies that make a specialty of such work, the records 
to be used in case of fire in the settlement of insurance. 

It is hoped by the Carthage people that the report is 
true that the Island Paper Company, Carthage, N. Y., will 
be ready to resume business with part of its machinery by 
the middle of February. 

The Westport Paper Company, Westport, Conn., rising 
from the ashes of its lately burned buildings west of the 
Staples High School buildings, began operations the day 
after Christmas in the nearly completed structures. The 
buildings are of brick 

The work of building the new finishing room for 
the upper mill of the Hollingsworth & Whitney Paper 
Company, Gardiner, Me., is now nearly completed. The 


building is substantial in every way, there being a granite 
foundation and all the heavy timbers being of hard pine. 
The room will be able to hold all the material turned out 
when the machine is improved by the addition of more 
dryers. 

Herbert Boyce was seriously injured on Monday at the 
paper mill, Palmer’s Falls, N. Y., by a lever of one of the 
paper machines striking him in the back of the neck, caus- 
ing severe spinal concussions. He was in a comatose con- 
dition for three hours. He was improving at last accounts. 

There was a big attendance at the regular meeting of 
Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers, Holyoke, Mass., last week. 
The new by-laws were accepted with the single exception 
of the clause respecting a permanent collector. That was 
laid on the table. The lodge is considering an important 
matter which will be decided shortly. The new officers 
were installed. Ten new members were obligated. 

A meeting was held recently at the office of the South- 
ington Water Company, Southington, Conn., at which 
eighteen of the borough’s citizens were present and dis- 
cussed the feasibility of locating a branch of a Philadelphia 
concern in the vacant factory of the Union Bag and Paper 
Company. The Philadelphia concern manufactures ma- 
chinery, and at present is looking for a branch location. 
Theodore McKenzie was appointed a committee to confer 
with L. Fisher, of the Union Bag and Paper Company, 
regarding its rental. 


It is announced that the L. L. Brown Paper Company 
will build a large addition to its plant, Adams, Mass., next 
summer. While not much is yet given out by the com- 
pany regarding its plans, it is known that Architect Mur- 
phy, of Providence, is working on plans for a material 
enlargement of the main mill, and the addition will be, 
like the mill, of brick. The 350 horse power engine will 
be moved from this mill to the stone inill at the corner 
of Center and Commercial streets, and will be replaced 
with a 550 horse power Cross compound condensing en- 
gine, which has been purchased of a Troy (N. Y.) firm. 

The Phcenix Toilet and Paper Manufacturing Company, 
Fulton, N. Y., having completed extensive improvements 
to its plant, including the installation of new boilers and 
engines of sufficient capacity to run the entire mill, has 
decided to proceed still further in the same direction. The 
company has leased two paper mills near Utica, N. Y., to 
enable it to take care of its customers while rebuilding its 
present plant. Another paper machine has been pur- 
chased, and a new building large enough to accommodate 





the present machine and the new one will be built. It is 
probable that the company will also make provision to 
accommodate its toilet paper factory in the same build- 
ing. The new structure will be of brick and iron and 
concrete,

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AMONG THE MILLS. 


A Study of Frozen Water Pipes—Various Methods of Thaw- 
ing Them Out—How Not to Do It— Precautions 
to Be Taken, 








[STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

New York, January 7—This is the time of the year 
when sometimes the_water pipes freeze and a whole circus 
is on when the attempt is made to thaw out the congealed 
contents of the several conduits. Before telling how they 
thawed out a lot of pipes in a mill above the 43d degree of 
latitude, I want to say a few words about the prevention 
of freezing, for it is acknowledged by all that “the best way 
of thawing out a pipe is not to let the pipe freeze up.” 
There are so many ways of doing this that I will not try 
even to name them all at this time, and note only the two 
most important ones. First, the matter of so protecting 
the pipes that even the coldest weather is unable to ab- 
stract heat from the contents to a degree sufficient to allow 
the contents to solidify. Second, the keeping up of the 
internal temperature of the pipes by a circulation of the 
contents thereof. With water pipes this is usually prac- 
ticable, for it is seldom that supply of water is found with 
a temperature less than 50° Fahr., and the continuous pass- 
age of liquid at this temperature only has to be regulated 
as to quantity to prevent the falling of the temperature 
to a point that permits freezing. 

With steam pipes, it is still easier to prevent freezing by 
permitting a slight flow of steam at all times. This meth- 
od, however, is pretty expensive. Steam costs money, 
when the coal bills have to be met, and it requires a big 
lot of coal to protect a considerable lot of piping. The best 
way, therefore, is to protect the piping from the abstrac- 
tion of heat by means of an efficient pipe covering, and 
then rely upon the passage of the fluid inside the piping to 
keep the temperature up to the desired point. But to so 
cover pipes that they cannot freeze during the very coldest 
season of the year would be, especially among the north- 
ernmost readers of THe PAper TRADE JOURNAL, an expen- 
sive undertaking. It is good engineering in such instances 
to put on a sufficient amount of covering to protect the 
pipes during all ordinary weather, and then during the 
excessive cold snaps to use the circulation method to tide 
over the extreme cold. This is one of the most economical 
methods of pro.ecting piping that is in continuous use, but 
the pipes that are only used once in a while—they are the 
ones where it is almost impossible to protect against ex- 
treme cold. 

PREVBNTING FREEZING. 

Water that has been boiled, condensed steam, for in- 
stance, has a most remarkable way of freezing much 
quicker than water of equal temperature that has not been 
heated. The reason for this is doubtless because all the 
air contained in the water was removed by the heating or 
distilling process. There is another reason: It is because, 
in the case of water of condensation at least, all the min- 
erals usually held in the water have been removed by the 
process of making the water into steam. Almost any ele- 
ment dissolved in water will prevent its freezing, or, will 
at least lower the freezing point considerably. An example 
of this is the simple experiment of mixing salt with water 
to prevent its freezing. There are other salts that stil! 
further prevent the congealing of water when in solution 
therewith. Chloride of cadmium is one of the best known 
of these substances. By the use of this solution the con 
gealing point falls so low that pipes filled with the solution 
can be run on the surface of the ground under snow and 
ice, and still not freeze. An example of this is the use of 
the solution in question by the railroads for operating 
distant signals by hydrostatic pressure. The connecting 
pipes are filled with a solution of chloride of cadmium and 
never freeze during the coldest weather in the latitude ot 
New York. 
becomes quite thick and sluggish, but it does not congeal 


During the very coldest snaps the liquid 


so as to prevent the action of the signals. 

Returning to the original question, the prevention of 
freezing, I have it that it is better to put on a fair lot of 
insulation and then make out the rest of the prevention by 
current in the pipes. But, supposing that in spite of all 
precautions, the pipes freeze? Then what is to be done? 
Some sure method of thawing must be at hand. It is of 
little use to pour hot water on a pipe, unless the section 


frozen is very short, and the pipe is unde: cover, and where 
it can be readily gotten at. The gasoline torch is an excel- 
lent means of thawing pipes under certain conditions, but 
usually the heat is so intense that a portion of the pipe is 
heated too much, while another part is not heated at all, 
and so it goes, taking a very long time to thaw out the 


pipe along its entire length 
ONE WAY OF THAWING OUT PIPES 

One of the very best ways of thawing pipes by whole- 
sale is to disconnect one end of the frozen line, thrust 
therein, as far as possjble a sngaller-pipe, and then turn on 
the steam, sending it through the smaller pipe directly to 
the frozen territory. Only a very small portion of the 
steam should be turned on, for there is no use in using 
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so much steam that the vapor issues from the pipe with 
melted ice. This would be merely a waste of steam. It is 
impossible to heat water hotter than 32 degrees when it is 
in contact with ice, and as long as all the steam is being 
used economically the water will come from the pipe 
very little, if any, above the freezing point. If the water 
comes out hot cut down the steam supply, for, as stated, 
it is only a waste to use the quantity which heats the 
water. As fast as the ice is melted push in the steam 
pipe, which had better be connected to the steam supply 
by a flexible tube or hose. As the pipe is pushed into 
the thawed tube add more to the small pipe and chase the 
frozen portion to a finish. In some instances it is better 
to use hot water than steam. For this purpose the hose 
may be connected through a form of injector known as a 
“boiler washer.” This apparatus heats the water to any 
required temperature within limits, of course, and is a 
great deal better and safer than connecting the hose to a 
boiler below the water line. If there is no injector at 
hand special provision may be made for heating water by 
means of an auxiliary tank or boiler, inside of which the 
water and steam are placed in separate conduits, and from 
which they are drawn as needed. 
ANOTHER WAY OF THAWING OUT PIPES, 

But there is another way of thawing out frozen pipes 
which is better yet. The method referred to is to put a 
permanent and smaller pipe inside the one where trouble 
is expected. The small pipe should preferably be of lead. 
Then it is impossible to freeze the larger pipe -hard enough 
to burst it, for the reason that the lead will contract under 
the terrific pressure of the expanding water, thereby sav- 
ing the pipe by providing some way for the water to get 
away as it increases in bulk, without forcing its way 
through the pipe by rupturing the seam or by tearing apart 
one or more of the fittings. The small lead pipe should be 
so connected that it can be made tight at the junction with 
the iron pipe. This can be done in any one of several 
ways. Perhaps one of the best is to solder the lead pipe 
to a bit of brass pipe and then tap the brass pipe through 
a bushing in a tee, putting on a check nut, if necessary, 
to make the business steam tight. This apparatus may 
be placed permanently in the pipe, and is always ready 
when there is trouble from freezing. Then all that is 
necessary is to turn on the steam through the small pipe, 
and in a very few seconds, or minutes at the most, the 
large pipe is ready for business again, and that, too, with- 
out a sign of leakage anywhere from rupture by expan- 
sion of the freezing water. The lead pipe has taken care 
of all that. When there is a pipe in a very exposed loca- 
tion it surely will pay to put in one of the lead pipe 
“thawers” to act as a safeguard when trouble occurs from 
zero weather. The only care necessary is to run the 
little lead pipe so that there are no traps in it, for if water 
can collect in the lead pipe then there will be no getting 
steam through it when the freezing act takes place. 

ONE WAY NOT TO THAW OUT PIPES. 

It will not pay to try the trick I saw not long since in 
a country mill. One of the men had been to the city and 
saw a man thawing out street railway switches by sprink- 
ling them plentifully with salt. He noted that the snow 
and ice quickly gave up the contest and made tracks 
straightway for the gutter, so the first time a pipe froze in 
the mill this man strewed it plentifully with rock salt, and, 
as there did not seem to be much result therefrom, he 
thought that the matter was not complete without the snow, 
which was present at the car track experiments he had wit- 
nessed in the city. So, on went the snow, and results be- 
gan to be apparent right off. The snow melted, of course, 
and the very act of thus liquefying called for heat to sup- 
ply the large amount made latent by the act of melting of 
the ice. As a very natural consequence, the newly melted 
water, cooled as it was to nearly zero by the very act of 
melting, seized every particle of heat within reach, and 
abstracted from the water inside the pipes all the available 
heat there. This left the pipes at a temperature far below 
the freezing point; therefore, the pipes all froze solid as 
far as the influence of the snow and ice extended. It is 
safe to say that after the man comprehended the matter he 
kicked himself all around the mill, and never again tried 
to melt water by refrigeration. The salt method is all 
right, as long as the particular ice to be melted comes in 
contact with the salt. Otherwise, there will be freezing 
instead of thawing, and a bad matter will be made worse. 

Sometimes, where there is no opportunity of getting 
steam or hot water to thaw pipes, and the mill owner is 


afraid of fire from gasoline torches and similar devices, | 


pipes may be thawed by plastering them with freshly slaked 
lime, mixed as thick as it can be handled. There is a 
good deal of heat in a plaster of this kind, and ice filled 
pipes respond very quickly to the persuasion of that treat- 


ment, J. F. H.

Manitowoc Steam Boiler Works. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Manitowoc, Wis., January 7.—Probably no concern in 
the manufacture of pulp mill equipment shows a greater 
growth than the Manitowoc Steam Boiler Works, where 
many of the big digester shells are made. 

The company was incorporated in 1891, with a capital of 
$10,000, to build marine, stationary and locomotive boilers. 
A few years later opportunity to bid on a digester shell 
was presented and the company secured the order. With 
the limited facilities then at hand the “shell” was turned 
out, the work being up to the high standard which charac- 
terized the regular work and evidently gave entire satis- 
faction, for other big contracts followed in rapid succes- 
sion and Manitowoc “shells” are found in many of the 
leading mills throughout the country—from the Gould 
plant at Lyon Falls, N. Y., in the East, to the Floriston 
Pulp and Paper Company, Floriston, Cal., on the Western 
Coast, in the great “Soo” plant at Sault Ste. Marie in the 
north, as well as in Maine and in other “pulp” localities. 
The majority of these shells are built to conform to the 
Non-Antem Sulphite Digester Company’s specifications. 
This “shell” work has become the principal feature of the 
company’s product, with the result that the Manitowoc 
plant has been increased to more than three times its 
original size. The former facilities of the plant were 
limited and at one time, when some of the largest work 
was in hand, the builders were compelled to get a _ per- 
mit from the mayor to construct the great shells in the 
street. 

With the remodeling and increasing of the plant, how- 
ever, came the installation of an equipment especially for 
digester work. This includes every modern appliance for 
the convenient and economical handling of the shells. 
The construction rooms are controlled by great electric 
traveling cranes, which handle the big plates with small 
effort and little time. Giant vertical plate heading rolls, 
capable of handling 2 inch cold steel plate 100 inches 
square, roll the plate to circular form. These upright 
rolls afford a better finished product than the horizontal 
devices, as they prohibit “lumping” and make a uniform 
curve. Power is furnished ‘by a steam plant, an electric 
plant and an air compressor. The second furnishes the 
motive system for the cranes, lights and some tools, the 
compressor operating the air drills and other devices used 
in boring the holes, for no holes are punched in the 
Manitowoc work. Each hole is drilled out small, and 
after the plates are fitted is reamed out to full size with an 
“air tool.” Drilled holes make an absolutely perfect joint. 

The shipping facilities of the plant are excellent, the 
lccation being on direct lines to all parts of the country. 
Car ferriage across the lake gives a through route to the 
East and South, while Northern and Western transporta- 
tion is over connecting roads to the great main lines. The 
“digester” and other paper and pulp mill work has in- 
creased the company’s business to the extent that the 
original plant has been swallowed by the new foundries, 
and the original capital increased to $100,000, all paid in. 

The big shops present a busy appearance at the present 
time. One shell has just been shipped to “the Soo,” and 
another for the same place is nearing completion. Two 
for the Aldrich Paper Company and two for the Rem- 
ington-Martin Company are in work. 

The controlling interest in the company is that of W. J. 
Hess, president and treasurer. Mr. Hess’ executive abil- 
ity is not directed solely to official work. For Mr. Hess 
is also a master craftsman, and knows digester shell work 
from A to Z. He is here and there and everywhere, super- 
intending the handling of a great piece of plate hot from 
the furnace one moment and examining the work of the 
drillers or construction force next.

These results speak for themselves, and may be familiar 
to some readers, and perhaps of practical value to others. 

In this connection Messrs. Griffin and Little, the eminent 
American experts, in their work, “The Chemistry of Paper 
Making,” have also investigated this matter, and their 
results in a great measure confirm the preceding observa- 
tions. On page 289 these authors write as follows: 

“In order to determine the effect of this small quantity 
of soluble organic matter upon the bleaching process, we 
have in a number of cases percolated several successive lots 
of pulp with the same water, after which another portion 
of pulp was mixed up with the percolate and bleached in 
the usual way. For comparison, a quantity of pulp similar 
to the last was beaten up with distilled water and similarly 
bleached. We give the results of one experiment. Four 
lots of brown poplar pulp, amounting in all to 266 


grammes dry, were successively percolated with the same 
water. Two fresh lots of pulp were then taken, each con- 
taining 88.6 grammes of dry pulp. Lot A was beaten up 
with water, while lot B was beaten up with the percolate 
previously obtained. A bleached readily to good color in 
two and one-half hours, with a total chlorine consumption 
of 1.5054 grammes. B at that time was far from being 
bleached, and at the end of five hours B was still inferior 
to A in color, although fairly well bleached. The chlorine 
consumed by B amounted to 2.1493 grammes. That is, the 
organic matter extracted from 266 grammes of dry pulp 
was sufficient so to retard the bleaching process that more 
than double the time was required, while there was an in- 
crease in the chlorine consumption of 28.07 per cent. 

When unfiltered water, or water highly colored by or- 
ganic matter in solution, is used in bleaching an apprecia- 
ble quantity of bleaching powder is required to bleach the 
water, and it will sometimes, especially in case of water 
colored by peat, be almost impossible to make the water 
entirely clear and colorless. This organic matter has, more- 
over, the same effect in retarding the bleaching of the pulp 
to color as that in brown liquor.” 

In addition to this much more could be added by the 
writer in regard to the time occupied in bleaching by the 
proportion and influence of bases present in different 
kinds of bleaching solutions. 

Although it seems very probable that electrolysis— 
either directly or indirectly—will play a more important 
part in the bleaching of the future, there is to-day room 
for improvement on the existing methods of bleaching. 
Anyone who has studied the action of the different hy- 
pochlorites (Al, Na, Ca, K, Zn and Mg) and other 
oxidizing agents for various fibres on lines suggested by 
Messrs. Cross and Bevan in their valuable work on 
“cellulose,” coupled with opportunities for practical ob- 
servations in paper mili and textile bleaching, will bear 
out this statement. However, a careful digest of the 
theory of the important art of bleaching, as well as the 
formation of hydro and oxy celluloses and chlorinated 
derivatives through over bleaching, will furnish a clue, 
and would, if followed up, put an end to the present in- 
explicable problems concerning the causes of “slippery 
pulp, going back of color, excess of antichlor size and 
alum to overcome soft sizing, fading of dyes, unequal 
dyeing, tender or brittle nature, and low yield of finished 
paper,” &c. 






Real economy in bleach, it may be added in con- 
clusion, may generally be effected by directing more 
attention to the methods of testing, dissolving and ex- 
tracting the powder, washing of residues or dregs, storage 
and technical application of strong solutions, as well as 
systematic examination of the back liquor to detect and 
prevent any careless, willful waste of bleach or accidental 
loss of fibre. 


False Report as to United States Envelope Co.

Robert W. Day, treasurer of the United States Envelope 
Company, stated to your correspondent to-day that the 
newspaper dispatches were the first information he had on 
the matter.

It is reported that the new owner will establish a leather 
sole manufactory, and also erect an electrical plant to sup- 
ply nearby towns with light and power. The 500 horse 
water power, which is considered one of the finest in the 
State, will be utilized to operate the plants. Improvements 
involving the expenditure of $150,000 will, it is said, be 
started at once.
